greateſt Senſe of Gratitude himſelf, and was 
deſirous to keep up the ſame Senſe in his Fa- 
mily towards his bountiful Protector; and on 
this bottom it is that God is here brought in 
prefacing the Account he gives Abraham of his 
Intentions relating to Sam and Gomorrah, by 
ſecming to argue, that it would be unkind in

to whom he had promis'd much greater 'Things, 
and who had his Soul ſo fill'd with the utmoſt

The Reaſon here given by God of his uſing 
Abraham like a Friend, and communicating his 
Deſigns to him is, that be knew he would command 
bis Children and 2 Hou oſoold after him, and they 


ſhould keep the May of the Lord. In Abyhbam 


then we have the Character of ſuch à Father 
of a Family as was acceptable to God, and con- 
ſequently in his Example We pave a Deleription 
of what is the Duty of. every good Father of a 
Family. And here we may obſerve, that the 
Object of his pious Care was not only his Chil- 
dren, but his whole Houſhold; be. will command 
bis Children. and his Louſbold , ſo that his Servants 
did not eſcape his Kind Regard. And tho” in that 
Age and thoſe Countries, 'Servants were generally 
Slaves, and thereby of greater Concern to their

| Maſters, and more ſubje& to their Commands, 
than Servants are in this Age and Country ; and 
as many of them were born in the Family, and 
ſo could have their moſt early Education dire&- 
ed by their Maſter's Will; the ſame Care can- 
not now be taken of the Piety of Servants as 
could then; yet certainly: every good Maſter 
will endeavour, according to his Power, to promote 
Religion and Virtue een thoſe ee 'd in his 
Service. 

Now Abraham's race towards his Pantily 
is here expreſs d by commanding chem; a Thing, 
which, as it appears at firſt View, moſt Heads of 
Families are apt enough to do; but if we look 
farther in the Text, to ſee what was the Matter 
of his Commands to them, and conſider duly 
what is meant by his thus commanding them, 
we ſhall find but few that diſcharge this Duty 
as they ought. The Thing he commanded; his 
Children and his Houſhold was as follows, ti keep 
abe May of the Lord, 10 do Fuſtico and Fullgment ; 
or in other Words, as we Ahall ſhew under the 
next Head, to live in the Practice & true 
Religion. And his commanding them, implies 
his, every way he could, inſtructing and influencing 
them ſo te do.

Now the firſt Step towards doing ns is, fully 
firuging them in the great Truths of Religion, 
whether practical or ſpeculative; the former, to 
farniſh them with a Rule for their Actions; . 
the latter, as the great Motives and Encourage- 
ments to obſerve that Rule. And this at. firſt 
can take in only the more eaſy and general Do- 
ctrines and Precepts of our moſt holy Faith; 
but as the Capacities of Children advance with 
their Age, it ſhould extend to a more diſtinct 
Account of what they are both to believe and 
to do; that ſo in Time they may know the 
whole Myſtery of Godlineſs, and be OW — 


ed to every good Work. 


Another Step towards workin g in akin A ſettled 


Piety is, as they are capable of taking it, not 


only proving to them from Scripture the Certainty 


of the ſeveral Doctrines they are taught, but 
likewiſe convincing them of the Truth of that 
Holy Religion there reveal'd, as confirm'd by the 


many Miracles wrought by Moſes and the Pro- 


phets, by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, to. ſatisfy their 


Hearers that it was God who ſent them to preach 


to Mankind the Doctrines there contain'd. And 


thus their Faith will not reſt on the Authority 
of their Parents or I nſtructors, or on their Belief

being profeſs d by the Generality of their own 
Countrey, but on the ſolid Foundations of Seri- 


pture and Reaſon. 

To this muſt be added, the inculcating into 
them the Weight and Conſequence of what they 
are taught. That it is the ſure and certain Way 
of Salvation, what their everlaſting Happineſs or 
Miſery depends on; that by obſerving and pra- 
ctiſing the Precepts given them, they will be 
able to go through this troubleſcane World with 
as much Eaſe and Comfort as this State of Things 


admits of, and will in the next World arrive at 


an unſpeakable and eternal Bliſs ; and that for 
deſpiſing or neglecting them, they will become the 
miſerable Drudges: of. Sin and Satan in this Life, 
and will be for ever tormented in the ar to 
come. 
And it is fob want a 9 2 on 
young Minds the Importance of theſe Things, 
that too many, who have from their Childhood 
been inſtructed in the Scriptures, lead Lives | ſo 
contrary to what is commanded in thoſe ey 
Oracles of God. | 
By theſe ſoveral Methods, Parents lay the Foun: 
dations of Religion in the Minds of their 
Children. But they are farther to carry on the 
good Work, by every way inclining and ſtirring 
them up to the Practice of Virtue. And this they 
B may

may do, by directing 1 to perform particular 
Acts of Virtue,. as Occaſions: offer; by warning 
them of, and fortifying them againſt Femptations 
to Sin; by adviſing. them when they are at a Loſs 
at any Time about their Duty; by earneſt and 
repeated Exhortations to them to perform it; by 
reproving them more: gently er roughly, as their 
Carelefneſs or Refractorineſs may deferve ; by 


encouraging and ſometimes rewarding their Lein g 


well; and, on the other ſide, where they ſind it 
requiſite, by proper Puniſhment deterring them 
from what is evil. And by theſe various Methods, 
prudently managed and intermixt one | with 
another, they may hope to create in their Chil- 
dren an Abhorrence of Vice, and # Love and 
Habit of doing well: and will at the ſame Time 
diſpoſe and inſtru them in their Turn to take the 
fame religious Care of their Children after them. 

And if we conſider that Reverence Chil- 
dren almoſt naturally haye for their Parents, 
and how much this is increaſed in well nurtur d 
Children, by a Senſe of their Love and Care, 


and prudent managing of them, and what Weight 


this mult give to every Intimation of the Will of 
their Parents, it will not ſeem any great Force 
upon the Word, to call the ſeveral Ways by which 
Parents inform or influence their Children to be 
virtuous, their commanding them to be ſo.

How much it is the Duty of Parents thus to 
aommand their Children to keep the Way of the 
Lord, as by thus inſtilling Piety into them, they 
very much advance God's Glory in the World, 
as they beſt ſecure the Temporal and Eternal 
Intereſt of their Off-spring, and as they furniſh 
their Country with good and uſeful Members, I

declar'd to us in the Scriptures 7 and to prevent 
Mens wrongfully placing the Way of the Lord in 
any Set of Notions, without acting ſuitably, we 
have- a true religious Deportment here deſcrib'd, 
by keeping the Way of the Lord, ta do Fuſtice and 
Judgment; thereby intimating to us, that a 
Courſe of virtuous Actions is either the End of 
keeping the Way of the Lord, or the moſt effectual 
Method ſo to do. 
Now we are to underſtand what is here imply ' d, 

that upon Parents commanding their Children, 
they ſhall keep the Way of the Lord, to hold 
generally, but not without any Exception. For 
it is certain, that fome very good Men, who have 
done their utmoſt in rightly inſtructing and prin- 
eipling their Children, and have us'd all their 
Endeavours to ſet them in a Courſe of Piety, 
have, to their great Affliction, loſt their Labour, 
and met with Returns of Undutifulnefs and 
Wickedneſs from them. But the contrary is more 
generally true; and where Parents have not been 
wanting in beſtowing a religious Education on 
their Children, for the moſt Part ſuch Children 
have continued in that good Way of the Lord, in 
which the Care of their Parents had fet them. 
And it is reaſonable it ſhould happen ſo, both 
from the Nature of Things, and from the Bleſſing 
of God on ſuch pious and conſcientious Parents.

Firſt, From the Nature of T hings. The 
ſtrong Impreſſions made on Children in their 
tender Years, of the Neceſſity and Advantages of 
a religious Life, and rivetted into their Minds 
with all the Authority attending the repeated 
Inſtructions, Counſels, Exhortations, and Reproofs 
of their Parents, will not cally, be wore. out. 
The good Habits gontracted in their early Years, 
and confirm'd by long Uſe as they grow up, will 
make the Practice of Virtue eaſy and delightful 
to them, and will not, without much Struggle and 
Difficulty, give Way to the oppoſite Vices.. . The 
clear Knowledge they have of their Duty will not 
permit them to be miſled into Sin, and will fur- 
niſh loud Matter of Clamour and Reproach to 
their Conſcience, if they knowin gly We them: 
Alves: in any Tranſgreſſion. 

Their firm Belief of a God, — his . 
and Juſtice, and Power, and of the terrible San- 
ctions of his Laws, will be conſtantly deterring 
them from violating his Commands; whilſt the 
ſettled Senſe and Perfuaſion they have of the im- 
menſe Rewards of Heaven, will encourage them 
to Obedience to the divine Precepts; and both 
will ſupport them againſt the Temptations they 
meet with to any kind of Wickedneſs. 

Nor is it poſſible that when they have heen 


long accuſtomd to do good out of a Conviction
